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GRACE THE DUKE OF MARLBOROUGH®, 


HE palace or caſtle of Blenheim, one of the moſt piles of architecture 
in this kingdom, and perhaps in the whole world, in a moſt delightful ſitua- 
tion, and ſalubrious air, within half a mile of the borough of Woodſtock; being about 
eight miles diſtant from Oxford, and ſixty- four from London. It was built at che public 
expence, in che rei ien of Naga Anne; by whom, with the concurrence of parliament, it 
ſnes, on the moſt illuſtrious John Duke of 
un as a teſtimony of royal Groen, and national gratitude, for his tranſcendent 
- ſervices, and the many ſignal victories he had gained over the French and Bavarians ; 
particularly that near the village of Blenheim, on the banks of the Danube, from which 
this noble palace receives it's name. This being atchieved on the ſecond day of 
Auguſt 1704, it was enacted that, on the fame day of every year for ever, the inheritors 
race's honours and titles ſhould render to her majeſty, and her heirs and ſuc- 
one ſtandard, or colours, with three: fleur- de- lis painted as an acquittance 
for all manner of rents, ſuits; and ſervices, due to the cron.

The palace appears in front: on the leſt, part of the borough of Woodſtock, par- 
ticularly the tower, the rectory, and the houſes of Mrs. Cotterel and Mrs. Pryſe, from 
which the views are charmingly pictureſque: and, on the right, a broad and ſpacious 
canal, interſected, but not terminated; by a ſuperb bridge; a lofty column on the riſing 
ground; 3 2 delightful valley; ; and hills, covered with ſhady trees, groves, and plantations; 
all conſpire to ſtrike the eye of taſte with an irreſiſtible charm. At a ſmall diſtance from 
this portal, towards the right, is the Centrum-Phonicum, or Speaker's Place, of a remarkable

The BTUR DRAWINOG-ROON likewiſe contains ſeveral elegant paintings: ths: prin- 
cipal of which are, Catharine de Medicis, by Rubens; Time clipping Cupid's Wings, by 
Vandyck; an Aſtronomer and his Family, by Dobſon; two Family Portraits; and a 
collection of beautiful Miniatures, in one frame. 

The tapeſtry in the adjoining WINTER DRawine-Roowm is of the moſt vin beauty, 
and particularly attracts the notice of every ſpectator of taſte. Tt repreſents the Four 
Cardinal Virtues, with their proper emblems ; and approaches nearer to painting than any 
thing of the kind we have ever ſeen. Vandyck's pencil has produced a very fine portrait 
of Mary Ducheſs of Richmond, Lord Stafford and his Secretary, and two Favourites 

of King Charles II. which are the gnly. paintings in this room. 

We next enter the Divino-Room, which is remarkable for a very capital painting of 
the preſent Duke, Ducheſs, and Children, by Sir Joſhua Reynolds. The figures are as 
large as life: it is ſaid to be the largeſt piece Sir Joſhua ever executed, and is moſt deſerv- 
edly admired, In this room are likewiſe elegant paintings, by Rubens, of Lot and - 
Daughters, and Venus and Adonis; both -preſents from the Emperor of Germany;
